PASSAGE OF IMPLIED CONSENT 
LEGISLATION ANTICIPATED 


The approval of legislation to provide for man- 
datory submission to chemical tests on the part 
of drivers suspected of drunkenness is likely during 
the 1958 session of the State Legislature if Attorney 
General Grover C. Richman, Jr. has his way.

State Laws have recommended such legislation and 
thus provided strong backing for proponents of the 
measure. 


New Jersey's State Traffic and Safety Coordinat- 
ing Council in urging adoption of implied consent 
legislation is also considering the possibility of in- 
creasing penalties for convicted drunk drivers. 

Upon inquiry, this office was advised by the 
Attorney General that his department has prepared 
a bill which will be introduced shortly. Mr. Richman 
added he had not been completely satisfied with 
any of the similar bills introduced during the 1957 
session of the legislature. 


Dr. William C. Wilentz, Middlesex Medical Ex- 
aminer and member of the Coordinating Council's 
chemical tests subcommittee, has kept detailed sta- 
tistics of all fatal accidents. He reports that alcohol 
is a factor in 40 to 50 percent of all fatalities in 
his county.

RCA and Four Roses whiskey, during November 
and December, cooperated in a sales promotion 
scheme that does little to enhance our respect for 
the Radio Corporation of America. 


RCA color television cardboard dummy sets were, 
according to Broadcasting-Telecasting Magazine, 
set up in taverns and barroom windows with the 
color Four Roses “imprint” on the screen. 

In addition to advertising the whiskey and in- 
troducing a new product, Four Roses Gin, the cam- 
paign may have intended to do two other things. 
Some considered this as an effort to break down the 
liquor traffic’s self-imposed ban on television adver- 
tising. On the other hand RCA, no doubt, hoped the 
tie-in will do for color television sales what the 
barroom did for black-and-white television 10 years 
ago. 

Regardless of the outcome we think RCA has 
down-graded itself in the minds of many persons by 
being a willing tool of the liquor traffic. 

We have also just learned how last summer, in 
states where the practice is not illegal, RCA Victor 
and Pabst Brewing Company cooperated in a tie-in 
deal. The beer firm offered a choice of one of three 
“Tony Cabot Swing” albums for $2.50 in cash and 
one handle from any Pabst Blue Ribbon Beer or 
Old Tankard Ale 6 can pak or six neck labels from 
the beer or ale bottles. It was explained the records 
were a $3.98 value. Consumers were instructed to 
mail the cash and labels direct to RCA Victor. We 
have been advised the offer was introduced over 
179 ABC-TV stations, 145 NBC-TV stations and 
188 NBC radio stations. Also, according to our 
source of information, RCA Victor had the beer 
and records plugged by 2500 disc jockeys all over 


America.

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PROGRESS REPORT ON 
HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAM 


The educational work of the League continues to 
be increasingly successful. 


Mr. Uncle has, by study and practice, quickly 
qualified as a capable high school lecturer. The 
number of schools visited and pupils contacted dur- 
ing the current school year will be substantially 
more than last year. 

We wish some who wonder how effective is such 
a work could be present to see and hear student 
reaction. One boy wrote this office saying: 

"Il first became acquainted with the Temperance 
League after hearing your lecture Ethyl is Not a 
Lady ... The lecture was excellent and really struck 
its point home. 1 have vowed never to take a drink 
of alcoholic beverages during my life. With God's 
help I can keep that vow.” 

Following the school lecture we invite questions. 
Seldom is there time to reply to all who would in- 
quire. In different classrooms many of the questions 
are repeated again and again. Some of those most 
frequently asked and our comment as to why such 
questions are raised, follows: 


Question 

Do you drink? 

This question, asked in nearly every class, is an 
indication that our teaching is objective. We would 
not be successful in our efforts if we gave the im- 
pression we were speaking with a closed mind. 


Question 

Don’t you ever drink — not even at a wedding 

or on New Year's Eve? 

This reflects the attitude of many children in 
that they assume drinking is essential for social 
acceptance. 


Question 

How many drinks can one take without being 
drunk according to legal definitions? 

The questioner thus indicates, he would like to 
drink so as to go along with the crowd but does 
not want to drink so much as to get into trouble. 


Question 
Does coffee hasten the sobering-up process? 


The coffee growers’ propaganda has unfortunately 
given the false impression that though a person 
may drink considerable, to avoid difficulty it is 
only necessary to make “the one for the road” a cup 
of coffee. 


Question 

If a person takes only an occasional drink there is 
no harm in that, is there? 

Those who ask this question usually are seeking 
reassurance because deep in their subconscious they 
are afraid that because of that occasional drink 
something will happen. 


Question 


What can one do to get someone who is drinking 
excessively to realize their danger? 

This is one of the most difficult questions asked. 
Usually the boy or girl inquiring comes to us as 
others are leaving the room. Frequently it is a father 
or mother about whom they are concerned. It is 
almost impossible to advise without knowing the 
circumstances. At best we can only say, see your 
pastor or priest and inquire of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous or a doctor.
